The 
rocky shores of the point made any 
attempt at landing unsafe. 

The lifeboats were roped togeth- 
er and with the festive spirit of a 
holiday prevailing among all, the 
passengers sat and waited, laughing 
and joking. while the dark waters 
off one of the most dangerous 
points along the coast lapped the 
boat hulls and wreaths of dense 
fog swirled. over the heads of the 
passengers, 

With the arrival of the San An- 
selmo, the passenger were taken 
aboard and a short time later the 
Louisville, the sea foaming from its 
prow as it sped toward the Har- 
vard at a 30-knot pace, hove along- 
side at 7:50 a. m, 

Shortly before 11 o’clock, the 
nassengers transferred once more, 
this time to the decks of the naval 

iiSér. 

Louisville arrived at San 

Pedro at 6:10 p. m. Disembark- 
z of the rescued passengers of 
e Harvard began at once. 


Crew Stays on Board. 

The crew of the Harvard, 119 
nen, remained aboard to await the 
arrival of a tug and high tide late 
today for an attempt to refloat the 
steamer. The extent of damage to 
her hull eannot be estimated until 

e has been pulled clear. 

The fire room was flooded pur- 
nosely to keép her on an even keel 
and a line was thrown ashore to 

‘hor her. 

The Harvard is a $800+ton vessel 
in service 25 years and during the 
war was used as a transport. 

Officers of the Los Angeles 
Steamship Co., owners of the ves- 
sel, said she went aground about 
$00 yards off the point. Not far 
away, one of the worst sea disas- 
ters of the Pacific Coast occurred 
in September, 1923, when seven de- 
Stroyers, speeding through a heavy 
log, hit the jagged rocks ana pilea 
up. 

Although without an official re- 
port, company officers thought the 
fog was responsible for the acci- 
dent. The prow of the ship was 
facing shoreward, and when she 
srounded a low tide was running. ,

“I thought the ‘cop’ was going 
‘to shoot me, so I shot him first,” 
police said the boy, Varner Corry, 
told them, 

Varner, his brother, Earl, 11. and 
Schuyler Pearson, 13, were arrest- 
ed.soon after the shooting on in- 
formation furnished police by 


Leonard Zylch, 13, the son of a 
policeman, who lives near. the 
scliool. Smith was the father af 
four children. 

Ordered Out of Pool. 

“We were swimming in the pool 
when a woman and the policeman 
ordered us to come eut,” the Cor- 
ry boy said, uccording to police. 
“He said he was going to take us 
to the station. 
ed to put on my clothes. My . 
caliber pistol dropped out of my 
pocket and the policeman saw it. 
I though he was going to reach for 
his own pistol and shoot, so I shot 
him first.” 

Smith had been assigned to the 
school to watch for vandals, He 
and Mrs. Mary Crabtree, the care- 
taker, started to search the build- 
ing this afternoon after she had 
discovered the office had been ran- 
sacked. They found the three boys 
in the pool. The shooting occurred 
when she went to telephone for a 
police patrol. 


The younger Corry 
Pearson boy denied they took 
part in the shooting. Officials 
said the policeman had been shot 
three times and his head and 
shoulders crushed. A blood-stained 
baseball bat was found near the 
body. All the boys denied having 
beaten the officer. 

Boys Flee, Leave Clothing. 

When she returned to the pool, 
Smith lay dead Dy its edge, shot 
three times and his head and 
shoulders crushed with the base- 
ball bat. The three boyg had fled, 
but left part of their clothing and 
trinkets, 

A short time later the Zylch boy 
volunteered to helf catch the po- 
liceman’s slayer and gave informa- 
tion which leq to the capture of 
the three. 

Young Corry, police said, told 
them he stole his pistol a week ago 
when he and a group of boys broke 
into the school and ransacked the 
office and. lockers. 

The three boys Were questioned 
by Chief of Detectives John Nor. 
ton and assistant State’s—Attorney 
Ferrari. Robert Varner Corry, 
Sr., paced nervously back and forth 
waiting to see his song. 

Father Sees Sons and Sobs. 

“I can’t understand why he did 
it,” he said. “He always was a 
good boy. He Jikéd to read and 
was quiet at home—and-he never 
was in any serioug: trouble before. 
He was a boy scout and had taken 
his first class scout examination.”’ 

When the father was admitted 
to the room with his sogs, he was 
too overwhelmed with emotion to 
speak for a moment. Then he 
asked: ’ 

‘Varner, why did you do this?” 
As the boy hung his head and 
cried the father broke into sobs. 
“I'll see you later, boys,” he said 
and left the room.

VALLEY FORGE, Pa... May 30. 


—President Hoover told a vast 
Memorial day audience here today 
that the nation would find its way 
out of its economic. difficulties 
through the same resourcefulness 
and steadfastness which carried 
Washington and his troops through 
the bitter winter of 1777. 

With a blazing sun _ beating 
down on him, Mr. Hoover spoke 
with earnestness and feeling as he 


likened the country’s present eco- 
nomic depression to another Valley 
Forge. 

“If those few thousand men en- 
dured that long winter of privation 
and suffering, humiliated by the 
despair of their countrymen, and 
deprived of support save their in- 
domitable will, yet held their coun- 
trymen to the faith, and of that 
holding held fast the freedom of 
America, what right have we to 
complain?” he questioned. ‘God 
grant that we may prove worthy 
of George Washington and his men 
of Valley Forge.’’ 

Crowd Cheers President. 

The great crowd, spread out on 
a natural hillside amphitheater, 
cheered vigorously as the President 
declared the source of all wisdom 
was not in government but in the 
people and that the common sense 
of the common peopde would meet 
the challenge. 

Characterizing Washington's ex- 
periences at Valley Forge as the 
“most glorious moment” of the war 
for independence, Mr. Hoover de- 
clared, ““‘We are still fighting this 
war of independence.”’ 

The fight now, he said, was 
against the deadening influences of 
Government and for the preserva- 
tion of the initiative and resource- 
fulness which has become a tradi- 
tion of the American people. 

“Although sirens still sing the 
song of the easy way out,” he add- 
ed, “the memory of Americans who 
fought at Valley Forge all tell us 
the truth for which our ancestors 
fought and suffered, the truth 
which echoes upward from this soil 
of blood and tears, that the way to 
the nation’s greatness is the path 
of self-reliance and steadfastness 
in times of trial and stress.” 


Has Military Escort. 

The President came to Valley 
Forge from Philadelphia amid all 
the ceremony usually accorded the 
chief executive. The first troop, 
Philadelphia city cavalry, members 
of which escorted President Wash- 
ington, rode ahead of his automo- 
bile and from behind a nearby hill 
the guns of a national guard artil- 
ley unit boomed out a 21-gun &a- 
late. 

At Philadelphia last night the 
President was the guest of the 
Union League Club, where an im- 
promptu speech was received with 
enthusiasm. The league presented 
him with a portrait of himself 
painted by Pilides Costa, Greek art- 
ist. 

An hour was spent after the con- 
clusion of the President’s speech 
here inspecting the rolling country 
around Valley Forge. It is now 
preserved as a State park and the 
President officially was the guest 
of the park commission on his 
visit. After the inspection, which 
included a visit to Washington's 
headquarters, the President board- 
ed his train. for Washington. 

Dressed in formal morning: wear, 
the President suffered from heat 
during his address. Perspiration. 
formed on his forehead and ran 
down his face. Several persons 
were overcome by the heat and re- 
ceived attention from the emerg- 
ency medical corps on the camp 
ground, - 

At the conclusion of the speech 
the crowd. called for Mrs. Hoover 
who came to the front - the 
speakérs’ platform to receive an 
ovation or which she responded 
with a wave of her hand.

Treasurer each month interest on 
the State’s deposit figured at the 
rate of 2.98 per cent. Instead the 
interest was figured at 2.75 per 
cent, an arbitrary monthly deduc- 
tion varying from $87 to $2600 was 
made from that, and the balance 
forwarded ‘to Brunk’'s office. A 
clerk in the office regularly went 
receipts, 

From the time Brunk becaine 
State Treasurer until the Bank of 
Aurora was closed By the State Fi- 
nance Commissioner in June, 1930 
—a period of about 18 months— 
$4900 of State interest money was 
diverted from the State Treasury. 

“Brunk Rent Account.” 

The testimony of Ed R. Adams, 
president of the bank, and of Mrs. 
Catherine M. Gardner, an employe, 
was that Magnus T. Basley, the 
cashier, either personally or by di- 
rection to employes diverted a por- 
tion of the interest money from the 
State each month, at first placing a 
part of it in an account known gs 
the “contingent fund” which later 
was changed to the “Brunk rent 
account.” 


From this account g@moun's were 
taken from time to time to take 
up part of Brunk’s indebtecress, 
to pay the taxes o1 the propertv 
he had mortgazed to the bank and 
for other purposes. 

Adams testified thit he first dis- 
covered the Brunk reat account in 
August, 1929, when he returned to 
the bank after an absence of sev- 
eral months caused Pv illness. At 
that time it had a balarce of $750. 
He immediately drew two checks 
against it, one for $500 and ons 
for 3150, applying the amounts as 
credits on Brunk’s rotes. 

The outstanding question in the 
case was that of Brunk’s knowl- 
edge of the interest shortages and 
of the application of a part of the 
money to pay his notes and to puy 
the taxes on his property. While 
it was shown that regulariy every 
month the State was defrauded of 
interest, there was no direct evi- 
dence that Brunk personally had 
knowledge of the fact that the in- 
terest payments sent to his office 
were short. It was shown that the 
work of checking interest payments 
was a routine matter in the office 
and was handled by an employe, 
not by Brunk personally. 


Adams Showed Credits to Brunk. 
Two witnesses, however, 2Zave 
circumstantial evidence, introduced 
by the House Committee to show 
that Brunk had information that 
his debts were being paid and that 
he had no legitimate account in 
the bank from which they could 
have been paid. Adams testified 
that he exhibited to Brunk the two 
notes on which he had entered the 
credits obtained by the $650 he 
took from the Brunk rent account 
and John E. Cahill, Deputy Finance 
Commissioner, testified that after 
he took charge of the bank Brunk 
came into the bank and had in his 
possession a list of the. notes he 
owed, and that the balance shown 
to be due on the notes on Brunk’s 
list corresponded with the balance 
as shown by the bank’s books to 
be due, the books showing’ the 
credits from the Brunk rent ac- 
count. 

Bank examiners checking over 
the bank's records after it was 
closed discovered the Brunk rent 
account and the interest shortages 
and reported the matter to Gov. 
Caulfield. Prior to the closing of 
the bank L. J. Mulligan, an investi- 
gator for the Governor, wroteto the 
bawk calling attention to a law 
requiring the bank to make month- 
ly reports to the Governor of the 
interest account, reports which the 
bank had not been making. 

That the bank was desirous of 
avoiding making these reports and 
that it thought Brunk could aid in 
having the demand withdrawn was 
evidenced by a letter written by 
Easley to Adams in May, 1980, at 
atime when Adams was in Kansas 
City. This was offered by the 
prosecution in an effort to trace 
a knowledge to Brunk. In the let- 
ter Easley said to Adams: “I just 
want to jog your memory about 
the trip over to Jefferson City. 
Call the Treasurer's attention to 
this last check, and also tell him 
about the letter from the Gover- 
nor'’s office to making these re- 
ports, and if that is the case, we 
will not be able to help him any 
more.. Find out if we have to 
make these reports.” 

After the closing of the bank and 
the completion of the investigation 
for the Governor, Brunk was called 
inte the Governor's office, for an 
éxplanation. He denied knowledge 
of the existence of the Brunk rent 
aceount and denied that he knew 
thé interest payments were short. 
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He called Adams to Jefferson 
City, Adams going first to Brunk’s 
office, and walking together to the 
Governor's office on the same 
floor of the Capitol. Adams testi- 
fied that on the way, Brunk in- 
quired as to what Adams intended 
to tell the Governor, and Adams 
replied that he intended “to tell 
the truth.” “If you tell the Gov- 
ernor that I, knew of the account,” 
Adams testified Brunk said, “you 
will ruin me.” 

Adame testified that he told the 
Governor that he thought Brunk 
had knowledge of the account, but 
that he did not Know positively. 

A feature of Adams’ testimony 
which came as a surprise was that 
in conversation with Easley, Eas- 
ley discussed a plan carried out in 
the bank to deceive State bank ex- 
aminers. He said that when ex- 
aminers were coming it was the cus- 
tom to remove from the note case, 
notes to which the examiners would 
have objection,. and that to make 
the books balance, the amount 01 
the balance of the State deposit or 
other large deposits was reduced 
to the amount of the notes taken 
out. When the examiners were 
gone, he said, the notes were re- 
stored and the balances put at their 
former figure. . 

Adams testified that Easley told 
him that Brunk knew of this 
scheme and offered no objection to 
it. 

When the bank was closed by 
the State Finance Commission four 
large accounts were found to be 
short for a total of $94,000; the 
shortages having occurred in car- 
rying out the scheme Adams out- 
lined. Qame of these was the 
State’s account, which was $49,000 
short. The bank being then closed 
by the examiners or insolvent there 
was no opportunity to replace: the 
notes and restore the balances. 

Says Kasley Complained. 

Adams also testified that. Easley 
complained because he took money 
from the rent account to apply on 
Brunk’s notes, demanding to know 
whg he “was monkeying with the 
account.” Easley said, accordins 
to Adams, that he was in no dangers 
of getting into trouble: over the 
matter as he ‘had it fixed.’’ 

Robert J. Mitchell, vice president 
of the bank, testified that in Jan- 
ary, 1929, soon after Brunk be- 
came State Treasurer, he asked Eaa- 
ley whether something could not be 
done “to put Brunk’s notes in bet- 
ter shape,”’-ahd that Easley re- 
plied: “Wo have a littlé arrangs- 
ment with Larry (Brunk) by 
which we are going to take care or 
that.”’ 

Asked whether anything was 
done, Mitchell replied that money 
was taken ‘from _ State interest. 
placed in the Bfunk rent account 
and then applied on Brunk’s notes. 

The second of the three princt- 
pal charges in the articles was that 
Brunk entered into a conspitacy 
with J. Kenneth Edlin, president 
of the Provident State Securities 
Co. of Chicago, and William H. 
Norwine, a salesman for the com- 
pany, to aid in the sale of Pierre 
Chouteau apartment house bonds 
to State depositories. 

There was evidence from several 
country bankers that Norwine 
called on them, representing him- 
self to be “from the treasurer's 
ofice” and endeavored to induce 
them to sell their Government 
bonds and buy Pierre Chouteau 
bonds. 

Under the law, real estate securi-. 
tiles are eligible for deposit as se- 
curity for State funds in State de- 
positories only in case they revre- 
went ndt to. exceed 60 per cent of 
the value of the real estate. . 

Attorney-General’ Shartel test{- 
fied that Norwine called to see him 
to inquire whether real estate 
bonds on liUnola property: repre- 
senting a bond issue of not to ex- 
ceed 560 per cent of the value of 
the property, and guaranteed by 
two surety companies having assets 


of $5,000,000 would be eligible as 


security for State deposits. 
Shartel said he informed Nor- 


wine that he would have to get his 


information from the State Treas- 
urer, and that, at Norwine’s re- 
quest, he telephoned Brunk and 
made an appointment for Norwine. 
Later, he said, Norwine appeared 
with a written request from Brunk 
for an opinion, which he then gave, 
holding that only Missouri real es- 
tate bonds could be accepted. Soon 
afterward the Pierre Chouteau 
Missouri bonds appeared. Norwine 
sold them and Brunk accepted 
them as security for State deposits. 

There was evidence of several 
meetings between Brunk and Nor- 
wine, including a Chicago hotel 
register showing tiey were gucsts 
at a hotel on the same day and of 
the appearance of Norwine at sev- 
eral banks, Norwine in attempting 
to sell the bonds telling the bank- 
ers there was no question that the 
treasurer would accept them as se- 
curity, and that Brunk would per- 
mit them to have a larger amount 
of State money than their contracts 
called for. 

One banker, Otto J. Busch of the 
Cole County Bank of Jefferson 
City, testified that he talked to 
Brunk about the mattér, and that 
Bruns told him the bonds would 
be accepted. He testified that 
Brunk told him he could have ad- 
ditional State money, and that 
Brunk directed his attention to the 
fact that the State’s account in his 
bank, which already had purchased 
some of the Pierre Chouteau bonds, 
had not been drawn upon, while 
drafts had been made on other 
banks, 


There was a sharp controversy 
as to whether the Pierre Chouteaus 
were eligible as security for de- 
posits. It was shown that over 
Brunk’s protest Gov. Caulfield and 
Shartel—these three being mem- 
bers of the State Fund Board— 
had voted to reject the bonds be- 
cause the prospectus for their sale 
showed the total issue of $650,000 
exceeded 50 per cent of the cost 
of the Pierre Chouteau apartments, 
In cross-examining witnesses, Mad- 
den disclosed that his position was 
that the valuation in the prospec- 
tus was not the full value. 

$10,000 Loan From Edlin. 

The prosecution offered exidence 
Of $10,000 which Brunk obtained 
from Edlin in the form of a loan 
after the bank closed. The defense 
contends this was a legitimate Joan, 
while the progecution contends 
that, as it was made without se- 
curity, it was in the nature of re- 
ward to Brunk for services pers 
formed in the sale of the bonds. 
Brunk applied the 310,000 on his 
unsecured indebdedness in, the 
Bank of Aurora. 

The third chief subject of the 
impeachment articles was in cons 
nection with Brunk'’s bank ac- 
count. Records showed that in his 
first two years in office Brunk des 
posited in the First National Bank 
in Jefferson City and in the Com- 
merce Trust Co., in Kansas City, 
approximately $42,000, and that 
his income from salary and fees; 
including amounts he received from 
the State for reimbursement for 
expenses, was less than $14,000. 
The deposits included the $10,000 
from Edlin. The State showed 
that at this time Brunk was not 
making any payments on his notes 
in the Bank of Aurora, was not 
| paying the taxes on his mortgaged 
property, and was not paying the 
interest on his notes, except as pay- 
ments were made by the bank ef- 
ficers from the Brunk rent aceount, 
and except the $10,000 payment 
made after the bank closed on the 
unsectired notes, 


This is the substance of the evi- 


dence brought out by the proseeu- 
tion, and it is on this that the Sen- 
ate will decide whether a prima 
facie case has been made, of whe- 
ther the evidence is Not sufficient 
to carry the cdse to a weeeies: in

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“MEMORIAL DAY 
WITH EXERCISES 


Veterans, in Short Parade, 
Followed by Ceremonies 
at Jefferson Barracks — 
General Holiday. 


Military parades, ceremonies by 
patriotic organizations in honor of 
the soldier dead, and a general 


closing of business houses marked 
yesterday’s observance of Memorial 
day. 

In the downtown section it was 
a quiet holiday for the most part. 
Except when the stillness was 
broken by the sound of bands and 
pugles just before noon, the streets 
took on the atmosphere of an un- 
eventful Sunday afternoon. Banks, 
stock and grain ‘markets, all large 
stores and wholesale establishments 
were closed, as were all City and 
Government offices. Courts were 
not in session and the postoffice 
made no deliveries except special 
and hotel deliveries. 

Few persons or automobiles were 

to be seen on the streets, many 
downtown workers having taken 
advantage of the two-day holiday 
period to journey into the country 
for picnics and outings. 
At Jefferson Barracks, however, 
and in several cemeteries in and 
around Sst. Louis, there were 
scenes of greater uciivity. Particu- 
larly ‘at the Barracks and in the 
adjacent National Cemetery, exer- 
cises were Of an impressive ctharac- 
ter with several hundred veterans, 
old and young, participating. 

Patriotic Organizations Parade. 

Formal observance of the day 
began with the short parade of pa- 
triotic organizations in Twelfth 
boulevard at 11 o’clock. The 
marchers, some in uniform, but 
most_of them in civilian clothes; 
comprised representatives of the 
American Legion, Vcterans of For- 
cign Wars, Veterans of the Span- 
ish-American War and Italian Vet- 
erans of the World War. Accom- 
panied by two bands, they marched 
north in Twelfth from Market 
street to Washington avenue and 
east in Washington to Fourth 
street, where they boarded street 
ears and automobiles for Jefferson 
Barracks. Only a few hundred were 
in line, requiring three minutes to 
pass. 

At the Barracks the marchers 
assembled for another procession, 
which led from the parade ground 
to the National Cenietery. It was 
headed by the the Sixth Infantry 
band and detachments from the 
post garrison, and with it rode 
about 100 veterans -of the Civil 
War in automobiles. The ranks of 
these warriors are growing ‘thin 
now. In St. Louis, a scant 100 
comrades of the G. A. R. and only 
15 veterans of the Confederate 
Army are left to answer the roll 
call. 

Blue and Gray Decorate Graves. 

The various organizations sepa- 
rated for exercises of their own at 
the cemetery, the Confederate vet- 
erans decorating the graves of 2000 
of their fallen comrades and the 
G. A. R. survivors placing tokens 
on graves of men who fought for 
the Union. Acting Mayor WNeun 
was the principal speaker and short 
addresses also were deliveréd by 
John L. Pierson of Blair Post No. 
1 of the G. A. R.; Lieut. Edward 
O. Harrs of the American Legion 
and John W. Lanley. 

The Spanish War Veterans placed 
a wreath on the Minnesota monu- 
ment after their exercises, which 
included addresses by H. O. Hen- 
drick, state commander: Alberto 
Aurem, Cuban Consul; Mrs. Minnie 
Stahl, Maj. J. B. B. Prosser, Jesse 
W. Barrett and Probate Judge 
Holtcamp. 

Planes Drop Flowers. 

In the forenoon, exercises were 
held on the Municipal Bridge in 
memory of American sailors and 
marines killed in various wars. A 
detachment of Naval Reserves fired

weeks’ maneuvers of the First Air 
Division which held up as its great- 
est victory the safe operation of 
more than 600 planes. 

Completing an estimated total of 
more than 2,000,000 flying miles, 
the winged force rode the skies be- 
fore high-ranking Government of- 
ficialdom and thousands of specta~- 
tors on its last movement before 
demobilization. 

More than 500 planes formed the 
eqlumn_ that rendezvoused over 
Quantico and swung over the re- 
viewing stand on Arlington Memo- 
rial Bridge from the north in a 
clear sky from which the sun beat 
down on the spectators. — 

It was the first time the stately 
span over the river, to be ded- 
icated next year as part of the 
George Washington celebration, 
had been used officially. 

War Secretary Present. 

Secretary Hurley, accompanied 
by Mrs. Hurley. and their children, 
was among the first to take his 
seat. In the party were Secretary 
Adams, Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
chief of staff; Walter Newton, sec- 
retary to President Hoover, repre- 
senting the White House; Senator 
Reed, Pennsylvania; Senator Bing- 
ham, Connecticut, a World War 
flier, and other officials and mili- 
tary attaches of foreign embassies. 

A combat demonstration by 39 
planes opened the show at 11:30 
o’clock with bombers rumbling 
over the river, attack ships coming 
in low, and 18 pursuit planes 
screaming down from above to 
drive them away. 

Lieuts. George Price and TIr- 
vin Woodring looped in a spec- 
tacular two-plane dogfight and, as 
the main division column came in- 
to view, the pursuit ships cleared 
the sky after describing the wide 
rings of the Lufberry Circle. 

As the planes headed for ‘their 
bases, Brigadier General Benjamin 
D. Foulois, commander of _ the 
massed flotilla, said: “The first air 
division has concluded successfully 
the largest air maneuvers. ever 
assigned to the air corps in peace 
times. Operating over an area

Praise by Officials.

Department of Justice Is Asked 
to. Sek Injunctions to 
Stop Practice.

WASHINGTON, May 30.—Acting 
on complaints that creditors have 
been garnisheeing Government 
drouth relief loans in the drouth 
regions, particularly in Afkansas 
and Alabama, Elton R. Marshall, 
solicitor of the Departnient of Agri. 


ment of Justice to instruct Federal 
District Attorneys in those regions 
to start injunction proceedings te 
protect the Government's loans. 

The Department of Justice has 
not yet acted on the request. — 

Solicitor Marshall was unable to 
say how many complaints had been 
received by the department, but ex- 
plained that while they were 
numerous enough to require Gov- 
ernment action they did not repre- 
sent a wholesale drive. The com- 
piaints, he said, had come from 
virtually every state in the drouth 
area but most of them were. from 
Arkansas and-Alabama. The exact 
number, he continued, was not 
known because the loans were han- 
died through regional offices. Most 
of the complaints of garnishee -.ac- 
tions, he said, were made to. these 
regional offices. 

The money in question was -lent 
out of the $65,000,000 fund appro- 
priated at the last session of Con- 
gress fer the purchase’ of’ seed and 
fertilizer for spring planting as 
well as for feed for animals. When 
the farmers deposited the money 
from the loans in the banks their 
creditors on previous loans filed 
liens against the new deposits. 

“Our purpose in requesting the 
Department of Justice to act,”’ said 
Marshall, “is two-fold. First, it 
is to protect the Government's in- 
terest in the money since the farm- 
er, to obtain the loan, gave the 
Government a crop mortgage: Un- 
less he is able to buy seed with the 
money he will have no crop and 
the Government will have no secur- 
ity. Second, we wish to protect the 
farmer, because if he is unable to 
plant a.crop this spring al! his 
prospects for a livelihood for an- 
other 12 months disappear.”’

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EYE AND EAR CLINICS 
TOBE OPENED JULY 1 


$40,000 Equipment Being In- 
stalled in Units of Mc- 
Millan Hospital. 


Opening of the clinics of McMil- 
lan Eye, Ear, Nose and Throat 
Hospital, described by authorities 
as the finest in the world, has been 
authorized by the board of direc- 
tors for July 1. 

Oscar Johnson Institute of Re- 
search in Ophthalmology and Oto- 
Laryngology, Which also has quar- 
ters in the $1,500,000 co-ordinated 
building at Kingshighway and Eu- 
clid avenues, was opened in Janu- 
ary. Equipment now is being in- 
stalled in the hospital clinics. 

The ear, nose and throat clinic 
will occupy 8000 square fect on the 
ground floor, and the eye clinic 
will have 9000 square feet on the 
first floor of the 14-story building, 
with an entrance at 517 North Eu- 
clid avenue. As the $40,000 equip- 
ment, which includes:stch innova- 
tions as the only ear microscope in 


the United States, is completed, the 
clinics will be moved in from the 
Washington University dispensary, 
‘immediately north of the hospital 
and institute building. 

Opening of the clinics, making 
available to the poor of St. Louis 
the highest developments in its 
specialties, will place in operation 
all the functions of the combined 
institution, which altogether has a 
$4,000,000 endowment for re- 
search, teaching, personnel, build- 
ing and maintenance, except the 
hospital floors and main operating 
rooms. These are to be opened 
gradually - *henever congestion ap- 
pears in Barnes and Children’s hos- 
pitals, now providing hospital space 
for patients in the two special 
branches, probably early next year. 

As announced in the Post-Dis- 
patch a year ago, the board de- 
cided then to complete the bui!d- 
ing on a scale adequate to demands 
for the next 20 years, although the 
Community Fund was unable to aid 
under conditions then. It sought 
the additional endowment of $1,- 
200,000 required for maintenance, 
and decided to place the various 
divisions in operation from time to 
time, as finances were soundly 
completed and the facilities were 
required.

ADMIRAL TAKES FLING 
AT AMERICAN LEGION 


Moffett Cites Criticism for Help- 
ing Members Rather Than 
National Defense. 


By the Associated Press. 
PASSAIC, N. J., May 30.—Rear 


Admiral William A. Moffett, chief 
of the Navy Bureau of Aeronautics, 
said today he believed the activi- 
ties of the American Legion had 
reached a point “where the public 
is wondering whether it is being 
imposed upon.” 

“The legion is being criticized,” 
he said in a Memorial day address, 
“for doing too much for its jmem- 


bers and not enough for national 
defense. Adjusted compensation 
passed the last Congress, but the 
navy’s first year London treaty 
building program did not.” 

Admiral Moffett prefaced his re- 
marks by telling his listeners that 
me spoke as a legionnaire. “I 
would remind you that the object 
and mission of the legion is, first, 
service to the country and not to 
the legion,” he said. ‘There is 
being appropriated for war vet- 
erans, directly and indirectly, about 
a billion dollars a year—a stupend- 
ous sum. This money is furnished 
by all American taxpayers... . 

“The American Legion is doing a 
great and patriotic work in many 
fields. Its influence with Congress 
is tremendous. Let us hope that 
it will never lose sight of the fact 
that the organization is for serv- 
ice to the nation and not for in- 
dividuais or for any organization.” 

Admiral Moffeit urged support of 
programs for national defense. 
“especially building up to the Lon- 
don treaty navy, so that we may 
have not only security but also 
maintain Our self-respect as a 
nation.”’ 

“I recall 1914 and onward,” he 
said, “when this country slum- 
bered and said we would not be 
drawn into war. . - We did not 
prepare. It cost us thousands of 
lives and billions of dollars, and 
today each and every one of you 
is suffering because of our shame- 
ful neglect. Today the situation is 
much the same as it was prior to 
1914, only the armed forces and 
the numbers of men under arms in 
the world are much greater, except 
our own.” 


Ex-Head of Legion Urges More Aid 
for Veterans. 
WASHINGTON, May 30.—The 
United States Government, in the 
opinion of James A. Drain, past 


national commander of the Amer- 
ican Legion, cannot “overdo its aid 
to the disabled” war veterans. 

Replying to critics who say “too 
much public money” has been spent 
for veterans’ relief, Drain said in 
a Memorial day address gt Arling- 
ton National Cemetery that’ the 
Government had done much in this 
direction, but must do more. 

“We can never do too much to 
brighten their dark roads of life 
or lighten their heavy burdens,” 
he said. “Wes owe them every- 
thing. Their miseries are for us. 
They suffer that we may enjoy. 
If we forget them, or fail in our 
duty toward them, ours is that 
basest of sins, ingratitude. 

“I say this with the more earn- 
estness because just lately some, 
lacking knowledge or right feeling, 
have said that our country spends 
too much public money in aid of 


our disabled. We must not waste 


for that is wrong. but it would be 
immeasurably worse to want in 
justice to our disabled.”

Ceremony Tuesday at Institu- 
tion Which Is to Be Unit 
of St. Louis U. 


The cornerstone will be laid 
Tuesday for the Firmin Desloge 
Hospital and construction of one of 
the largest civic enterprises ever 
undertaken in St. Louis, will be set 
in full operation. The extensive 
buildings forming the group will, 
when completed, place the Med- 
ical School of St. Louis University 
in the front rank of the foremost 
médical schools of the country. 
The project consists of a large hos- 
pital building of a distinct monu- 
mental type, rising more than 14 
stories in height, a chapel, designed 
in the late thirteenth century style 
of French Gothic, a large or 9 
building with private chapel for 
the sisters, a service building, in- 
cluding quarters for alf male help, 


-complete laundry unit, power plant 


and garages. 

The hospital plams are the prod- 
uct of years of study by the Rev. 
Father Alphonse M. Schwitalla, 8. 
J.. dean of the Medical School of 
St. Louis University. The build- 
ings were designed by Study & 
Farrar, architects. 

It will be operated by the Sis- 
ters of St. Mary, and by the doc- 
tors’ staff of the Medical School 
of the university. The hospital is 
designed to become an_ intricate 
working unit with the Medical 
school and will be connected with 
the Medica! School building proper 
by a tunnel running under Grand 
boulevard. 

While the institution was con- 
ceived to render service to people 
of moderate means, the extensive 
clinic that it will contain will make 
the hospital far more extensive in 
its charitable service than was 
originally anticipated. The three 
lower floors of the hospital will be 
devoted largely to this clinic. 

The upper floors will be given 
over to patients’ rooms, operating 
rooms and various other uses. The 
hospital planned to provide ap- 
proximately 275 beds.

Tells of Evil 
Odors In Moscow 


NEW YORK, May 30.—James 
Joseph (Gene) Tunney, retired 
world’s heavyweight boxing cham- 
pion, returned from abroad today 
saying he had received a distinctly 
unfavorable impression of the ath- 
letic situation in Soviet Russia.

OLLOWING the announcemert 
F of the newly formed Drama AS5- 

sociation of St. Louis—an off 
shoot of the Drama League of Chi- 
cago—that six plays would be pre- 
sented here, at the Shubert Theater 
next season under the auspices of 
the organization, the New York 
Theater Guild, in setting forth its 
plans, announces that its own con- 
tributions to the fourth annual sub- 
scription season will be made from 
a group of 10 plays and that John 
Golden's production of Rachel 
Crothers’ “As Husbands Go,” and 
Gilbert Miller's production of 
Philip Barry’s “Tomorrow and To- 
morrow” will be included in the 
group.

It 
was, he asserted, a violation of ex- 
isting treaties. Jurists whose au- 
thority is acknowledged every- 
where in the world had studied the 
situation and denied that any 
treaty had “been violated, but 
Briand remained obdurate and En- 
gland and Italy assumed a dubious 
attitude. Hence two German 
states saw themselves compelled at 
the session of the council of the 
League of Nations to whose com- 
petency a study of the legal side of 
the question belongs, to choose the 
lesser evil and accept England’s 
proposal to let the’ International 
Court at the Hague determine the 
legality of the agreement planned 
and to report on it. 


Hague Approval Expected. 


The Foreign Ministers of Ger- 
many and Austria consented to this 
investigation, as they had from the 
beginning, but they objected strong- 
ly to any further’ investigation 
from a political or economic view- 
point. For these two states are in 
full possession of their sovereignty. 
They are free to conclude treaties. 
Nevertheless, as no one can deny, 
they communicated their intentions 
to the states concerned with the 
greatest frankness and straightfor- 
wardness. Curtius was fully jus- 
tified in protesting most decisively 
against any attempt to impose upon 
these two states the character of 
States possessing inferior rights. 

One must give emphatic expres- 
sion to the expectation that the 
Hague Court will make its decision 
with all the speed which can jus- 
tifiably be expected, and that it 
will find that the standpoint of 
Germany and Austria is correct. 
In that case, no hindrances may be 
placed in the way of the efforts of 
the states in question to improve 
their own economic _—._ situation 
through customs union, or else the 
other states concerned must them- 
selves propose some other practi- 
cable way by which not only Ger- 
many and Austria but also all the 
peoples of Europe can attain eco- 
nomic rehabilitation. Perhaps the 
proposal made by Henderson at the 
session of the Europe Committee 
May 19, points the way—a confer- 
ence of European States to bring 
about customs peace and the 
abandonment of economic national- 
ism.

Bethlehem Steel’s Battle Over Bonuses —y Millio 


$31,000,000 in 17 Years Presented to Few High Executives; 


Only $40,000,000 for Holders of Common Stock in Same Time 


Sometimes There Were No Dividends at} 
All, Though “Incentives” for the 
President and Others Were Distrib- 
uted by Chairman Charles M. Schwab, 
Without General Knowledge of Share~ 
holders.

AID Charles M. Schwab, with tears in his voice and eyes, at 

the annual meeting of the stockholders of the $800,000,000 

Bethlehem Steel Corporation at Newark, N. J., in April: 

“I had the feeling that this damn company belonged to me, 
you know, and I went ahead and did the best I could.’ 

This remark by the chairman of Bethlehem’s board of directors, 
in the course of a voluble defense of that corporation’s bonus system 
for high executives, tells a good deal of the story that is here to be 
set down. 


“The old master,” as he 

compelled by 
unkind circumstances to discuss 
with the stockholders, the owners 
of the company, a little matter 
which for many years, except in 
vague outline, he had kept studi- 
ously under cover. He had to tell 
them, at last, about a bonus sys- 
tem, operated exclusively and se- 
cretly by himself, which has taken 
from the corporate treasury since 
1911 approximately $37,000,000 
and awarded it to select groups of 
executive officers at the head ef 
the corporation. 

“The Star of Bethlehem” (so 
dubbed by William B. Shearer, big- 
navy propagandist extraordinary, 
with whom a Bethlehem subsidiary 
once had certain interesting deal- 
ings) permitted the stockholders to 
know, for example, that .he had 
dispensed largess of $3,425,306 
from the treasury to 14 officers in 
the fat year of 1929, and $1,983,- 
856 to the same number in the not 
so fat year of 1930. E. G. Grace, 
president of the corporation, whom 
Mr. Schwab has often extolled as 
the ablest of his ‘‘boys,”’ was by 
far the most favored of these ben- 
eficiaries. He received, in addi- 
tion to his $12,000 salary, $1,623,- 
753 in 1929 and $1,015,591 in 1930. 


Why a Secret? 


First in a letter to the stockhold- 
ers and then in his speech at the 
annual meeting, Mr. Schwab, with 
his habitual air of complete frank- 
ness, laid these and related facts 
before them. Some of his hearers 
may have wept with him; the min- 
utes of the meeting do not show. 
They do show that although Mr. 
Schwab won the proxy battle, as 
was inevitable. some hard-boiled 
stockholders were completely un- 
moved by his appeal for sympathy 
and support, or were moved in an- 
other way than Mr. Schwab in- 
tended. 

These recalcitrants audibly won- 
dered why the bonus system, if it 
was such a fine thing for their own 
interests as well as Mr. Grace's, 
had been kept secret. They failed 
to understand why Mr. Schwab, in 
his wisdom, had not told them | 
about it before, and why there was | 
no description of it in any of the | 
annual reports of the corporation 
from 1918 forward. 

Far more than by Mr. Schwab's 
oratory, these stockhcliders were 
impressed by the fact that he did 
not t:ke them into his confidence 
with respect to the *onus system 
of the “damn company” that he 
thought belonged to him, until 
after the essential information 
about the bonuses had been cork- 
screwed out of Mr. Grace and oth- 
er officials of the company on the 
witness stand at Youngstown, O., 
last summer.

Here are some of the salient 
facts regarding the Bethlehem 
bonus system, as they have come 
to light through the Youngstowr 
court proceedings, which stopped 
Bethlehem’s proposed absorption of 
the Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co., 
and later, under compulsion, 


through statements by Schwab: 
Gifts Make Huge Totals. 


That during the period in 
which the bonus system, initi- 
ated and administered by 
Schwab, has been operative, and 
up to the end of 1928, $31,878,- 
255 was. paid out under it to a 
few high officials, not exceeding 
15 in any one year and usually 
fewer, as against $40,886,996 
paid in dividends to common 
stockholders in the same period. 

That, in other words, during 
the period in question the 
bonuses to these few executives 
were about 80 per cent of the 
amount distributed as dividends 

“to the holders of common stock, 
now numbering abouy 51,000. 

That in the four years from 
1925 to 1928 inclusive, when the 
common stockholders received no 
dividends, $6,890,524 was paid in 
bonuses to the favored execu- 
tives, the president alone receiv- 
ing $3,195,96 

That Grace's bonus for the last 
13 years has averaged $814.993. 
reaching its maximum of $1,623.- 
753 in 19239, and his 1930 bonus 
of over a million was paid de- 
spite the fact that the company 
did not earn its dividends in that 
year. 

That Grace's bonus for 1929, 
for a single year’s services, was 
equivalent to a dividend or $6 a 
share on 270,925 shares of com- 
mon stock. one-fourteenth of the 
issued and outstanding stock of 
the corporation, or 50 cents a 
share on the entire outstanding 
isswe of 3.260.000 shares. 

Tmat Grace received in 1929 
a bormus equal to a 5 per cent 
return: upon an invested capi.al 
of $32.475.060.

tive. As already shown, it took a 
court action to bring out the facts 
about Bethlehem. Schwab is now 
saying that on a number of occa- 
sions prior to the Youngstown suit 
he referred to Grace ag a million- 
dollar-a-year man, but the fact re- 
mains that if the stockholders knew 
anything at all about the bonus 
system, they knew it only in the 
haziest way. If they had known 
the facts, some protest would cer- 
tainly have been made in the 
lean years when the common 
stockholders were getting nothing 
on their investment while Grace 
and a dozen others were drawing 
down their bonuses as usual. The 
news that Grace was getting better 
than a million a year surprised 
even the New York financial com- 
munity, which had questioned pre- 
vious reports that he _ received 
$750,000. 

There is solid reason to believe 
that if the lid could be pried off 
the whole corporate world, as 
cross-examination under oath pried 
it off Bethlehem, the system of 
concealed payments of huge sums 
to corporation executives would be 
revealed as far from uncommon, 
Such, at any rate, is the widespread 
conviction among competent ob- 
servers in New York. 


Stock Exchange Is Curious. 

One encounters the expression of 
this belief, now and then, in the 
most unexpected places. For €x- 
ample, the Nation’s Business, offi- 
cial organ of the conservative 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, has just published 
an article by Mark Wolff, econo- 
mist of Hamershlag. Borg & Co., 
of New York, in which he lists, 
among the schemes by which “the 
people in control of far too many | 
corporations’ are exploiting their 
stockholders, the secret payment of 
large bonuses and salaries to man- 
agement. Wolff says that “the cx- 
perienced security analyst can re- 
call any number of instances of 
abuses about which stockholders 
were kept in ignorance or, if they 
knew about them, were only able | 
to act by shouldering the expense 
of a proxy contest.” 

The protesting Bethlehem stock- 
holders, incidentally, fall in this 
latter category; they have formed 
and are bearing the expenses of a 
hastily extemporized organization, 
while the management fights back 
with funds belonging to all the 
stockholders—including the oppo- 
sition.

That Tobacco Bonus. 


The American Tobacco case, 
which is quite as illuminating, in 
its way, as the Bethlehem case and 
in some respects even more sensa- 
tional, deserves treatment in some 
detail before we go back to Schwab. 

Thanks to the delvings of Rich- 
ard Reid Rogers, a New York law- 
yer and stockholder in the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Co., formerly chief 
counsel for the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Co. and the Isthmian Canal 
Commission, it has been disclosed 
that George W. Hill, president of 
the company, is an even more high- 
ly paid executive than Eugene 
Grace of Bethlehem. 

Hill's cash compensation in 1930 
was $1,008,000, and on top of this

The Spanish Republic’s decree granting equal re- 
ligious liberties to all sects is the first step toward 
separation of church and state. It is an inevitable 
result of the revolution. The united functioning of 
these two bodies is as obsolete as the divine right 
of kings, and is rapidly following that tenet into ob- 
livion as democracy spreads among formerly mon- 
archical nations. Our country did not find this a 
troublesome issue, but it complicated the success 
of most revolutions in modern times. The American 
attitude has consistently been that expressed by 
Jefferson: “The opinions of men are not the object 
of civil government, nor under its jurisdiction.”

H doubtless have been deafened (no, not by 
the deliberations of Congress) by the anvil 
newspaper chorus echoing certain persons 
in high authority declaring that “Congress” 
and “politics” were hindering the return of 
prosperity and prolonging depression. Con- 
gress has not been in session for nearly 
three months, It is now close to 19 months 
since the Wall street crash ushered in hard 
times, and, despite an unlimited number of 
optimistic statements by administration 
spokesmen, hard times are still with us.

A THREAT BACKFIRES. 

A’ blow at municipal ownership of natural gas 
distribution systems has been struck by pipe line 
companies, which threaten to refuse to sell their 
product to. such systems. The threat was the sub- 
ject of a resolution passed at a convention of the 
Missouri Association of Municipal Utilities, meeting 
at Carthage May 18 and 19. The resolution de 
clares “it to be the inherent right of any incorporat- 
ed city to own and operate a natural gas system, or 
any other utility, and to enjoy without discrimination 
the same rights to purchase natural gas wholesale 
from pipe line companies as are enjoyed by private 
franchise owners.” The resolution calls upon Con- 
gress and the Missouri Legislature to enact such 
legislation as to make impossible discrimination in 
favor of private utilities.

& pipe line company has refused to sell natural gas 
to a municipal plant, and we doubt whether a com- 
pany would be so shortsighted as actually to adopt 
such a policy.

BLIGHT STRIPS SYCAMORES 
IN COUNTY OF THEIR LEAVES 


Superintendent Pring of Shaw's 
Garden Says Warm Weather 
Will Renew Foliage. 

Dozens of St. Louis County resi- 
dents have been alarmed, as indi- 
cated by telephone calls to Shaw’s 
Garden, by a blight which is caus- 
ing sycamore trees to lose their 
leaves. 

The advice of Supt. Pring in each 
case is to spray with Bordeaux 
mixture if the tree is not too large, 
otherwise not to worry, since new 
leaves will come with warm, dry 
weather. 

Although the blight has not ma- 
terially affected trees at the gar- 
den, Pring related, he observed on 
Friday’s trip to the 1600-acre Gray 
Summit garden that $0 per cent of 
the sycamores along the 34-mile 
route had been wholly stripped of 
leaves within a week. 

The blight appears superficial, 
attacking only leaves and tender 
twigs, he said. A culture of the 
fungus causing it has been taken 
by Dr. David H. Linder, Shaw’s 
Garden mycologist, to determine if 
it is the common sycamore blight, 
which it appears to be. Its preva- 
lence is caused, Pring says, by re- 
cent cool, wet weather, allowing the 
fungus to thrive, and will end as 
summer brings conditions less fa- 
vorable for its growth.

WAGE RATES HOLD UP BUT 
ACTUAL EARNINGS ARE LOWER 


Industrial Conference rd sSur- 
vey Shows Increa Rail and 
Utility Earnings. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 30.—Find- 
ings of a seven-year survey of 
wage conditions in the United 


States disclosed today by the Na- 
tional Industr‘al Conference Board, 
stated there is “‘little evidence of 
a widespread reduction in wage 
rates.” The report pointed out, 
however, that “ectval weekly earn- 
ings were decidedly lower in 193¢ 
than in 1929.” 

The board found utilities and 
railroads provided an exception to 
1930 conditions by showing weekly 
earnings distinctly higher in 1930 
than in the preceding year. The 
report explained the curtailment of 
hours of those actually at work 
brought down the earnings in most 
industries. 

“On the whole,” the report stated, 
“the current depression does not 
appear to have been quite as se- 
vere on wages and employment as 
was the depression of 1921.” 

The conference board found av- 
erage hourly earnings in 24 indus- 
tries in 1930 were the same as in 


1929, namely 58.9 cents. The de- 
cline of $2.68 or 9.4 per cent in 
weekly earnings showed clearly 


the effects of the depression, the 
report stated. 

“The real significance of changes 
in money earnings,’ the board 
pointed out, “lies in the relatian 
between these changes and the cost 
of living.” The indices of real 
earnings indicated, according to 
the board’s statistics, that hourly 
earnings were 4 per cent higher 
than in 1229, but real weekly 
earnings declined 5.9 per cent in 
1930. 


N. D. LAUGHLIN, FORMER 


Once Well-Known Hotel Man Suc- 
cumbs at 70—Funeral Tomor- 
row at Old People’s Home.

of that character of even of any 
considerable amount of the com- 
mon stock.” 

That the bonus system as ad- 
ministered by Schwab is “too ob- 
viously a manifestation of favor- 
itism to such of the defendants 
as receive bonus payments to be 
a stimulus to employes not with- 
in the inner circle of favored ex- 
ecutives.”’ 

That the facts about the bonus 
system were concealed from the 
stockholders of the numerous 
companies which the Bethlehem 
has absorbed, although the ba- 
sis on which the bonus payments 
are calculated became enlarged 
by the acquisition of these other 
companies. 

That the bonus payments 
“have been and are vastly in ex- 
cess of the remuneration enjoyed 
by like officials of competing 
companies or other industries 
generally, even in the case of 
corporations having a larger busi- 
ness than the Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation.” 


It may be noted at this point, in 
connection with the preceding state- 
ment, that the United States Steel 
Corporation, with resources more 
than twice as great as those of 
Bethlehem, has never paid bonuses 
approaching those handed out by 
Schwab. The highest paid man in 
the Steel Corporation was the late 
Elbert H. Gary, chairman and chief 
executive officer, who in the most 
prosperous years of the corpora- 
tion received $500,000 annually. 

At the last annual meeting of the 
Stee] Corporation, a report was 
made to the stockholders from 
which it appeared that the recipi- 
ents of bonuses numbered more 
than 2500 and that no individual 
received over $71,000 in any one 
year. The Bethlehem stockholders 
are contrasting these figures with 
Grace’s $1,000,000 to $1,600,000, 
and the fact that only about a doz- 
en executives divided the whole 
Bethlehem pot. 


Court Criticises Plan. . 


The Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey, to name one other great 
concern, has a bonus system from 
which the president, Walter c. 
Teagle, has excluded himself. This 
is understood to have yielded to 
directors who were also active op- 
erating officials about $60,000 each 
in 1929. 

The insurrection in the Bethle- 
hem Co., as we have seen, took the 
form of a proxy fight and also of 
a court action to recover for the 
stockholders the amounts paid to 
Grace and the other beneficiaries 
“in excess of a fair and reasona- 
ble compensation for their serv- 
ices.”” The protective committee, 
which started the proxy battle, 
made common cause with the oth- 
er protesting stockholders by in- 
tervening in the suit. 

As it happened, Vice Chancellor 
Backes of the New Jersey Chan- 
cery Court, handed down an opinion 
on the morning of the day on 
which the Bethlehem stockholders 
assembled in Newark for the an- 
nual meeting. The opinion, while 
not final, was a body blow at 
Schwab and the bonus system. It 
permitted the vote to be taken on 
the Schwab immunity _ resolution, 
but, pending the determination of 
the suit on its merits, restrained 
the corporation from announcing 
or recording the vote. 

The opinion of Vice Chancellor 
Backes sustained the contention of 
the petitioners at several important 
points. He found that “the admin- 
istration of the bonus system has 
been sedulously suppressed from 
the stockholders, the result only 
coming to their notice recently.’ 
He ‘told of the handicaps under 
which the complainants had la- 
bored in getting their case before 
the other stockholders, and added: 

“Those of the stockholders who 
have given proxies to the directors 
—signed on the faith of the man- 
agement, and without knowledge of 
the real things at stake in this 
suit. The informing circular letter 
to them (from the management) 
is barren of explanation of the in- 
tegrity of the bonus and of the 
charges of which its. integrity 
stands challenged.” 


Battle of Proxies. 

2eferred to the contest between 
Schwab and the protesting group, 
he said: 

“It will be a battle of proxies, 
not of wits. It is a foregone con- 
clusion that if the management has 
a majority, the resolution will be 
passed. Explanation will be idle, 
frivolous, falling upon ears not 
allowed to hear and minds not per- 
mitted to judge; upon automatons, 
whose principals are uninformed 
of their own injury, if the charges 
of the bill be well founded.” 

It was the attitude of the 
fendants (the management), 
the Court, that he resolution in 
some manner would defeat _the 
complainants’ right to relief or ob- 
struct their remedy. ‘“Undoubted- 
ly,” the opinion continued, “they 
(the defendants) hope for some 
advantage that threatens the rights 
of the complainants to their in- 
jury.” 

The Court intervened, therefore, 
“to prevent the perpetration of the 
colorable resolution as a shield or 
screen from responsibility for the 
charges laid in the bill, and grant- 
ed an injunction against the cor- 
porate adoption of the resolution

He said he was the author of 
the bonus system and fully re- 
sponsible for it. He called it ‘“‘com- 
pensation on an incentive basis." 
As to the bonuses awarded Grace 
and the other executives, Schwab 
continued: 

“The amounts paid to them were 
no larger than was necessary to 
insure their retention by the cor- 
poration and above all their whole- 
hearted and undivided attention to 
its affairs.” 

It occurred to some of the pro- 
testing stockholders—and they said 
so when their turn came—that it 
was a poor compliment to Grace 
to say that his complete loyalty 
could only be had at the price of 
$1,000,000 to $1,600,000 a year. 

One of the prime objections to 
the Bethlehem bonus system, aside 
from those already mentioned, is 
that the amount of the bonus pay- 
ments (which may go as high as 
8 per cent) is calculated on net 
earnings before deducting deprecia- 
tion. 

Mr. Schwab was asked 
this. He explained: 

“If the bonus payments were cal- 
culated only after depreciation, it 
is clear that the incentive of the 
executives would be to keep the 
depreciation as low as possible, in 
order that the bonus payments 
might be the greater. Our system 
induces the officers of the corpora- 
tion to make as large charges for 
depreciation as is consistent with 
the good conduct of business.” 


Whittling Down Taxes. 


He explained, further, that by 
depreciation charge-offs, the cor- 
poration had saved vast amounts 
that it would otherwise have had 
to pay in taxes. 

“Today,” he elaborated, “‘what- 
ever is charged off for deprecia- 
tion reduces to that extent the net 
income of the corporation subject 
to Federal income taxés and re- 
sults in a saving of Federal taxes 
of $125,000 in cash for every mil- 
lion dollars of depreciation. 

“Now you must see that every 
officer must endeavor in every way 
to get as liberal a depreciation as 
he can. That was the _ primary 
purpose of putting that into the 
bonus system.” 

What Schwab said here, though 
of course he did not put it in that 
way, was that he had to pay Mr. 
Grace and the others, at the ex- 
pense of the stockholders, to make 
sure they would do the right thing 
by the company as against Uncle 
Sam. 

Again, Schwab urged that there 
was no relation between compen- 
sation to executives and the pay- 
ment of dividends to stockholders. 
He said that when it appeared that 
the corporation would suffer a 
loss, there would be, without the 
bonuses, “no incentive whatever to 
the officials to make a special ef- 
fort to prevent loss or to make the 
loss as small as possible, because, 
in either of such cases, they would 
receive no compensation whatever 
by way of bonus for such effort” 


Calls Bonus “‘an Incentive.”’ 


Replying to the argument that 
bonuses should not be paid in years 
when the stockholders got no divi- 
dends, Schwab said that the “in- 
centive” under such an arrange- 
ment would be for the executives 
to refrain from making necessary 
improvements or to raise money 
by borrowing, in order that divi- 
dends might be continued. 

He appealed to the stockholders 
to have faith in “this old stecimas- 
ter of yours, who has had 51 years 
in the steel industry.” 

“This is the first time I have 
met this sort of criticism,’’ he said. 
“It has taken 10 years off my life.” 

“Boys, | want you to be a happy 
family. I want you to encourage. 
I want you to approve. I want 
you to go along with me and pat 
me on the back and say, ‘Good boy! 
Do better the next time!’ That is 
the way I do. People say, why do 
I boost Grace and the rest of them? 
Because they work all the better 
for my doing it. I put them ona 
pedestal that they have to work 
damned hard to keep up to... . 

“T have been the highest paid 
man in the United States for my 
services for many years—sums that ) 
would stagger you.” 

But, he went on, from Bethlehem 
he had received an average income 
of only $86,000 a year, with never a 
penny of bonus. 

The Chairman’s Salary. 

(Figures presented at the meet- 
ing showed that from 1921 to 1929 
Schwab’s salary was $150,000 a 
year. In 1930 the board voted him 
$250,000.) 

“The crowning star in a diadem 
of long steel management,”” con- 
tinued Schwab, “is the approval 
of the people associated with you. 
It is not the millions that have 
been made, and it is not the vast 
fortunes piled up or the aggresga- 
tions of works that mark the suc- 
cess of a man—not from my point 
of view. 1 want the good approval 
of my stockholders, as, thank God, ; 
I have had the good approval of

won't see the old man many years 
before you.” And g0 on. 

But a good many of Schwab's 
hearers remained cold. 

“There is no man in the steel in- 
dustry today,” said H, F. Holthu- 
sen for the protesting group, “who 
needs the incentive of $1,600,000 a 
year. I don't think that Mr. Grace 
could stand on his feet today and 
Say that if he had received sub- 
stantially less he would not have 
given his best services to the Beth- 
lehem Steel Corporation. 

“My concept is that corporations 
truly belong to their shareholders.” 
Charging that the bonus system 
had been kept secret from _ the 
atockholders, that it had never been 
reflected in Schwab's annual state- 
ments, Holthusen continued: 

“IT appreciate all his (Schwab's) 
service, his general utility to the 
nation, and all that. It is an inter- 
esting story, covered with reminis- 
cences of the old steel days—but 
they do not bear on the subject.” 


View of Stockholder. 


William H. Gilman of Water- 
town, N. Y., spoke bluntly: 

“The President of the United 
States gets $75,000 a year. Mr. 
Grace has been drawing an average 
of $814,992, or 11 times the Pres- 
ident’s salary. Il think you are do- 
ing your friend a great injustice 
when you say that is the only 
means by which you can get the 
best results out of his labor. 

“It is wrong in principle, it is 
Outrageous in practice, it is con- 
trary to justice to take this money 
out of these stockholders and put 
it into the laps of a few men. 

“When the company is earning 
large money, sometimes $15 a 
share, and yet we are dented a 
dividend, we feel ugly about it. 

“If Congress should give the 
President $814,000 a year there 
would be a revolution. Can you 
wonder that there is almost a rev- 
Olution on the part of the stock- 
holders of the Bethlehem Stee) 
Corporation?” 

Schwab objected to the com- 
parison of Grace's salary with the 
President's. 

“ft don’t mind saying,” he said, 
“that I would give five times $75.,- 
000 a year and take no salary to 
be President of the United States. 
I don’t mind saying that I myself 
had active control of more men 
during the war than any other man 
except Gen. Pershing—something 
over a million men. I got $1 u 
year and felt good in getting it.” 
(He was referring to his war serv- 
ice as Director-General of the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation.) 


Loyalty’s High Price. 


Still the insurgents 
impressed. “I have difficulty,” 
Spoke up one, “in seeing the 
necessity of paying one man $800,- 
000 a year to keep him loyal. That 
is the milk in the cocoanut.” 

Schwab launched upon a eulogy 
of Grace: ‘Now here is a boy that 
I took out of the mill as a crane 
man 25 years ago. He is the lead- 
er, executively, of the steel indus- 
try of the United States today. Mr. 
Grace would disdain a present. This 
(the bonus) is a part of his legiti- 
mate income.” 

But, the minority group wanted 
to know why did Mr. Schwab keep 
the bonus system a secret from the 
stockholders? They came back re- 
peatedly to that point. 

Schwab's answer was not wholly 
responsive. The secrecy, he said, 
was secrecy from one another 
among the bonus recipients. None 
of them knew what the others were 
getting. If the amounts had not 
been kept secret there would have 
been jealousy in the executive of- 
fices. Morale would have suffered. 

One of the minority said he had 
only been a stockholder since 1923, 
and he couldn’t understand why he 
should be asked to ratify acts of 
the chairman of the board prior to 
that date. Why had not the matter 
of the bonuses been presented to 
the stockholderg year by year? 

‘TI am not a lawyer,” said Mr. 
Schwab, “and I do not know about 

those things.’’ He had felt, he 
added, that the “damn company” 
belonged to him, and he had gone 
ahead and done the best he could. 


Authority for Bonus. 


The vote on the ratification reso- 
lution was taken, and the Schwab 
forces, with their superior proxy 
strength, won, Owing, however, to 
the decision of the New Jersey 
Chancery Court that morning, for- 
bidding the vote to be made of rec- 
ord, they did not thereby secure 
the immunity bath they had 
sought. 

The protective committee of 
stockholders has received numero ig 
letters expressing support of its 
effort to end the bonus system and 
obtain reparation on account of the 
bonuses already paid. Among the 
letters have been a score from 
Bethlehem employes, at Johnstown, 
Lackawanna, Bethlehem and oth- 
er places where the plants of the 
company are situated, saying that 
coercion was used among employes 
to obtain proxies to be voted for 
the Bchwab bonus system. 

It has been brought out that the 
bonus system is administered sole- 
ly by Schwab as chairman of the 
board. He it is who decides what 
employes shall benefit, and how 
much each shall receive. Schwab 
and his fellow directors rely for 
their authority on a by-law of the 
corporation, adopted in 1918, which 
permits executive bonuses to be 
given up to “8 per cent of the con- 
solidated net earnings after de- 
ducting all fixed charges and an 
amount equal to the annual divi- 
dends upon preferred stocks out- 
standing, but before deducting de- 
preciation.” 

The complainants contend that 
this by-law has not only not been 
administered with the fair diacre- 
tion that the stockholders have a 
right to expect, but has actually 
been exceeded and violated. They 
point out that Schwab has  con- 
strued “depreciation” to § iniude 
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the people of the United States in 
many trying circumstances.

Vicious Circle Created. 


It ie pointed out, m@reover, that 
the base on which the bonuses are 
calculated has been ex panded 
greatly by the acquisition of com- 
petitors, and that the increase of 
income effected in this way has 
only a “superficial and fictitious 
likeness,” to an increase brought 
about by greater operating efficien- 
cy. 
“Such aquisitions,” charges the 
bill of complaint in the New Jersey 
court,” not requiring the consent 
of the stockholders of the defend- 
ant corporation, were in fact made 
by its directors and managing Wf- 
ficials without consulting the 
stockholders and were made with 
the object in view of producing an 


increase in the amounts of the 
bonus payments, but without dis- 
closure to the stockholders’ that 


such would be the effect.” 

Attention is called also to a vi- 
cious circle created by the bonuascs. 
Schwab said at the annual meeting 
that it was part of his understand- 
ing with the bonus recipients that 
their bonuses should be invested in 
Bethlehem common stock. If it was 
so invested, then it follows that $6.,- 
$00,000 of bonuses, which were 
paid during the four recent years 
when common dividends were 
passed were used by Grace and the 
other beneficiaries for the purchase 
from their fellow stockholders of 
common stock whose market value 
had been adversely affected by the 
non-payment of dividends. That is 
to say, the bonus system carries 
with it the potentiality of larg: 
profits to the bonus recipients, in 
addition to their bonuses, through 
the purchase of stock at depressed 
prices and its sale after the value 
has been increased by the resump- 
tion of dividends.

N HER bill Miss Mason charged 
| ne: husband with various acts of 

cruelty. She alleged that one day 
in 1927 when they had gone on a va- 
cation to Italy, Polacco flew into a 
rage, brandished a revolver in her face 
and threatened to kill her. She assert- 
ed that in February, 1928, he attempt- 
ed to strike her, and in December of 
the same year he shook and cursed her. 
And in April, 1929, she recited, when 
they were in the Hotel Roosevelt, New 
York, about to sail for Europe, he 
shook her again and threatened to dis- 
inherit her. She also declared that her 
husband told her once he hated her, 
and that he tried to spoil some of her 
performances by carrying on domestic 
scenes backstage. She made po ac- 
cusations in regard to other women. 

Apprised of the divorce suit, Polac- 
co, in Paris, expressed surprise and 
consternation. In fact, he said he was 
“dumfounded.’" But he did not con- 
teat the divorce. On July 20 Judge 


Hugo Friend gran’ 
ed the decree. Miss 
Mason was given 
custody of the 
daughter, Grace 
Edith, although the 
father was to have 
a voice in the edu- 
cation and care of the child. There 
was no alimony—the wife had asked 
for none—but it was announced a 
property settlement had 
out of court. 

When the court proceedings were 
over, Polacco, through his attorney, 
made a statement in which he said 
“I have nothing to say but that | am 
heartbroken. I am sure that during 
my absence some misunderstanding 
brought this about. I wish Mrs. Po- 
lacco every happiness and shall al- 
ways hold her in the highest regard 
and affection.”’ . 

Miss Mason had this to say: ‘This 
affair is regrettable, but I have done 
what I consider my duty. Yes, he 
made attempts at reconciliation. I re- 
fused to see him. I have no animosity 
toward Mr. Polacco; 
duty.” 


OR a time after that there were 
Fe rumors that a reconciliation was 

being effected. Miss Mason was 
quoted as saying, a few days after the 
divorce: ‘“‘It is quite true that Mr. Po 
lacco, and I had a pleasant day and 
evening together Monday. In the af 
ternoon we were in the office of Mr.

With 
the exception of a few tribes, the 
Kurds adopted Mohammedanism at a 
very early date, but their faith sat 
lightly upon them, and they were prac- 
tically heathen until the Turks, with 
considerable political acumen, saw 


that the sole means by which they 


could attach the race to themselves 
was through their religion, and did 
everything possible to promote Islam 
amongst them. The result is that 
though traces of heathendom still ex- 
ist in ‘high places’ upon the hilltops, 
and though the Kurdish peasant will 
neglect Ramazan and eat the flesh of 
the pig, the better class Kurd is very 
strict in his devotions, and says his 
Prayers regularly and at the proper 
time—-but rather with the air of a 
small boy praying because he is told 
to by his betters, and not because of 
any conviction of the efficacy or ne- 
cessity of prayer. I have often seen 
Kurds interrupt their devotions, with- 
out changing their positions, to add 
some remark to a conversation that 
interests them. Hence it follows that 
the Kurds are normally by no means 
fanatical, though they are powerfully 
influenced by the shaikhs and. mullas 
in whom they place the most implicit 
trust.”’

q¢ HIS is how the whole un- 
fortunate incident came 
about. It dates back to 
last year when my wife and |] were 
in Venice, where I was paint- 
ing pictures for an exhibi- 
tion of my work to be held 
in London. 
‘I was pressed for time. 
There were so many canvases 
to be done and so little time 
to complete them that I de- 
veloped severe neuritis — 
what you might call ‘writ- 
ers cramp’—in the right 
hand. This was the result 
of having to make a great 
many architectural drawings 
in minute detail. 

‘“‘I was worried because I! 
was afraid that I could not 
complete my work in time for 
the exhibition, so I had 
some of the London scenes 
photographed. 

“The method I employed was to ob- 
tain a faint impression of the par- 
ticular view and have it reproduced 
On a sensitized canvas. I did this 
purely to save time in. consequence 
of the difficulties-under which I was 
working. I want to emphasize that 
I have employed this method only for 
a few of my architectural paintings 
and not for any other of my works: 

“I did not know at the time that 
this method was contrary to the rules 
of the Academy, and never at any time 
did I have any intention of deceiving 
Sir William Llewellyn or members of 
the council.
